4. Roll call of delegates; recognition of a quorum by the Secretary-General; declaration by the President 
that the Twenty-Sixth Session of the General Assembly is constituted 

The SG called the roll as follows: 

Members present (43): AAV, ACV, BS, BHVS, BDA, CFA, CEBED, CISV, CVS, CBFA, GSI, DGF, FHF, FI, FRC, 
FSA, FOTW, CIDEC, GWAV, HS, HGZD, IVA, IHW, KVV, NVvV, NEVA, NZFA, JAVA, NAVA, PTW, PFA, SSV, SEV, 
SVB, SGHAPG, SFV, SAVA, SCHG, SVPR, SVI, UHT, VAST, and WVRI. 

Members absent (6): CFZ, HVK, MZT, NF, PH, and RCVH. 

Officers present (3): Michel R. Lupant, President; Charles A. Spain, Secretary-General (SG); and Graham M.P. 
Bartram, Secretary-General for Congresses (SGC). 

The SG determined that 43 of the 49 Members were present, which satisfied the article 14(b) constitutional 
requirement that delegates of at least half of the Members be present. The SG recognized the presence of a quorum, and 
the President declared that the Twenty-Sixth Session of the General Assembly was properly constituted. 

The SC distributed voting cards to accredited delegates and FIAV Officers. 

Because the representatives of 43 Members and 3 Officers were present for a total of 46 possible votes, the SG 
reminded the General Assembly of the article 15 constitutional requirement that a simple majority vote would require 24 
votes, a two-thirds majority vote would require 31 votes, and a three-fourths majority vote would require 35 votes, as long 
as the persons authorized to exercise the 46 possible votes remained present. 

5. Appointment by the President of teiiers to count votes The President appointed Clay Moss and Collin 
Randall as tellers to count votes. 

6. Approvai of the minutes of the Twenty-Fifth Session of the Generai Assembiy heid August 8, 2017 in 
London, Engiand, United Kingdom Moved by the SG, seconded by CEBED, “That the minutes of the Twenty-Fifth 
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Session of the General Assembly, as published in published in Info-FIAV No. 44, at pages 1-18 (January 2019) be 
approved.” Passed by two-thirds majority. 

7. Reports by the Board 

(a) President. Michel Lupant 

Dear delegates, dear friends, 

I express my gratitude for plaeing your trust in me to serve as FlAV President these two last years but also these 
last 22 years. I was eleeted for the first time in Cape Town in 1997. You have learned that I will not be running 
for a new term. I was happy and very proud to serve FIAV for so long a time! Through the Congresses and my 
numerous trips I have developed and diseovered a great friendship between people through their interest about 
flags. 

Tomorrow we will visit the Whitney Smith’s treasures in Austin. He was one of the founders of FIAV and one 
of the greatest vexillologists in the world. He passed away in November 2016. His extraordinary life’s work, his 
library, is now safely arehived at the Dolph Briseoe Center for Ameriean History at The University of Texas at 
Austin. 

I have to pay my duty at his memory beeause my interest tor vexillology began with Smith’s book Flags Through 
the Ages and Aeross the World. I bought the Freneh edition in 1977. I wrote to him, and we have exehanged 
letters. He sent me addresses of other vexillologists. It was the point of departure for great interest in flags. In 
Warsaw he asked me to present my eandidature as FIAV President, but it happened two years later during ICV 
17 in Cape Town. 

We are in 2019, and it is a great pleasure for the Board of FIAV to remember the 50th anniversary of the 
adoption of the FIAV Statutes on Sunday, 7 September 1969 at the Third International Congress of Vexillology 
held in Boston. 

Sinee more than 22 years and sinee London, the Board has eondueted FIAV business. As you know, most of that 
aetivity is routine in nature, but we have paid a lot of time on it. I ean tell you the eollaboration between the 
Offieers was always very great. That eollaboration is and was in the interest of the development of the future for 
FIAV. We work by eonsensus, and our diseussions were always full of a great eordiality and I ean tell you of 
a great wisdom. 

I would like to take this opportunity to express my sineere thanks to my great friends, Charles and Graham, for 
their exeellent work. It is and it was a great honor for me to work with them. It was after a meeting with Charles 
in Warsaw in 1995 and the death of William Crampton, my predeeessor, that I have deeided to present my 
eandidature in Cape Town. Bruee Berry was eleeted Seeretary-General for Congresses, leaving in 1999, and 
sinee that date Graham Bartram has joined the Board until now. For 22 years Charles was the pillar of FIAV. 

His work was so extraordinary, we have to remember the agendas, the Info-FIAVs, the Constitution. Charles, 
also, will not be running for re-eleetion, and I have to thank him. Kin, I thank you very mueh for your work, for 
your help, for your friendship during all these 22 years. FIAV and I have a great debt to you. I ask the Assembly 
to stand up and to applaud him. 

Sinee my eleetion in Cape Town, my objeetive was to make FIAV more known, and I think it was always a 
sueeess. Between Sydney and London, I have visited 11 eountries in two eontinents. I did all my best to meet 
vexillologists, to partieipate at assoeiations’ meetings, to meet loeal authorities, or to researeh information in 
museums or arehives. It was not so easy as it was in the past. 

In Franee, I was present at the General Assembly of the Freneh Assoeiation in Paris 2018. In Greek Maeedonia 
I saw demonstrations with Greek blue Maeedonian flags against the independent Maeedonia. In Mount Athos 
the double-headed eagle flies everywhere. In Northen Maeedonia, Mount Athos weleomed me. I met many 
members of the Maeedonia Heraldry Soeiety, and I have eongratulated Jovan Jonovski for his doetorate. With 
Petr Gajdov I have visited the Kosovo historieal museum in Pristina where flags are displayed. He was a very 
friendly guide! In Nepal I was disappointed at the Army museum. Due to the earthquake sometime ago, I did not 
see all the flags; some are in another building whieh is elosed to the publie waiting renovation. In Bhutan, the 
national flag uses different dragons. I also saw the poliee and army flags. 

In Bahrain I saw mostly the national flag but in the national museum I diseovered the emir’s ear flag from 1930s. 

In Kuwait, the national flag and the old red flag, together with many Saudi Arabian flags, are displayed in souks. 

In Qatar, the national flag and flags with the emir’s head are displayed everywhere! In Norway, people eannot 
use the national flag exeept on national days; instead they use a pennant with the national eolors. 
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In 2017, no associations or institutions applied for FIAV membership, but this year three associations, one from 
Chile, one from China, and the restructured Macedonia association, will apply for membership. 

There are vexillologists in many countries: in Brazil, Cameroon, Colombia, Cuba, Estonia, Greece, Latvia, 
Lithuania, Luxemburg, Nigeria, Pakistan, Romania, Serbia, Thailand, Uruguay, and probably other countries. 
I hope some new vexillological associations and institutions will be created in the near future and will apply for 
FIAV membership. 

The goal of the new Board will be to attract young vexillologists. We are living in a changing world due to 
increasing new technology. The opportunities provided by the Internet are great. There are young people 
interested by flags, but not so much by historical research! 

There is evidence that vexillology is well alive. It is necessary to develop its promotion, bringing into closer 
cooperation people interested in all aspects of flags. I have worked in that direction for so many years!

Once more unto the breach, dear friends, once more; 

I see you stand like greyhounds in the slips. 

Straining upon the start. The game’s afoot.... 

Dear delegates and friends, 

I must begin—as always—^by thanking my fellow Board members Michel and Graham. 

Michel and I were both in the crucible of the 1995 General Assembly in Warsaw—a session over four long, 
unpleasant, and chaotic days. In 1997, Michel and I ran for the Board in Cape Town, each of us motivated to do 
so in large part to try to bring order out of chaos. Bruce Berry joined us in 1997, with Graham stepping into 
Bruce’s position in 1999. The General Assembly session in 1999 was conducted over two days. Each session 
since 1999 has been completed on the day it began. 

For 22 years this Board has worked tirelessly to promote vexillology, expand the geographic reach of the 
Congresses to all inhabited continents, revise the FIAV Constitution, recognize the accomplishments of deserving 
individual vexillologists, modernize communications and procedures, and—most of all—emphasize civility, 
respect, and friendship in the pursuit of our common goal, the study of flags. 

Some of our work, such as constitutional reform, has been slow and deliberate. We have resolved the issue of 
inactive Members without resorting to unpleasant votes to remove them. By our actions in Yokohama in 2009, 
nine FIAV Members have voluntarily resigned by not being represented in the General Assembly for three 
consecutive sessions. We have compromised in the Constitution over joint international congresses by allowing 
geographically neighboring Members to meet jointly. And we have done the other things, too. 

Vexillologists have strong opinions. There is nothing wrong with that. But on rare occasions the conversations 
can become strained, and occasionally uncivil. This Board has been tested over the years by some who would 
put the needs of the few over the needs of the many, thus threatening the civility that allows us to disagree as 
friends. This Board has weathered those tests. There has never been daylight between the three Board members 
so as to allow dissension amongst the three of us. The Board has been vigilant in its defense of what is fair and 
what is right. This comradery is extraordinary. 
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My predecessor as Secretary-General, Emil Dreyer, refers to us as The Three Musketeers. Perhaps in some small 
way, we are. 

So, again, I thank my friends Michel and Graham. When I tell you every two years that we do not always initially 
agree with each other, I am very serious. But we work it out because our cordial and collegial relationship leads 
us to consensus decisions with which each of us is comfortable. Michel and Graham come to serve, and their 
service honors FIAV. 

As I always do, I thank Jon Radel for having the foresight to reserve the domain www.fiav.org back when none 
of the rest of us knew what the Internet was. And I can report that the information on the FIAV website, 
especially Member information, has been updated. It is not the purpose of FIAV to compete with FIAV Members 
in advancing the work of vexillology, but the FIAV website should be a resource where people can find FIAV 
Members and have access to information about FIAV. That has been my goal with the website since I created 
it. 

Finally, my thanks to the Vexillological Association of the State of Texas for its financial support of FIAV over 
many, many years. Whitney Smith told me 22 years ago that a privilege of serving on the Board was that the 
Board got to pay for FIAV’s expenses from their wallets. VAST’s help is appreciated. 

Six issues of Info-FIAV (numbers 44, 45, 46, 47, 48, and 49) were edited and distributed in the last two years, 
for a total of 39 issues since number 11 in February 1999 when I edited my first issue. 

On behalf of the Board, I have received very little correspondence in the past two years. I would like to believe 
that the lack of correspondence is due to the fact that people are generally pleased with the direction the Board 
and FIAV have taken. 

But this report ends on a different note than the proceeding ten reports from me. While I thank you for the honor 
of serving as your Secretary-General, all good things must come to an end. I know that the people of Texas 
expect me to do the work they elected me to do at the court of appeals, so I must leave this job I love. 

Here at the end, I think of Whitney Smith, who asked me to go to Warsaw to help him. I think of William 
Crampton who I came to know as a friend. I think of so very many friends over the years, absent and present. 
It has been a singular privilege and honor to serve you. 

Thank you from the bottom of my heart. 

However, there is today’s session to complete and minutes to write even after it concludes. No job is finished 
until the paperwork is done. 

So I say to my comrades Michel and Graham: 

All for one and one for all, 
united we stand divided we fall.

Dear delegates and friends. 

I’d like to start by thanking VAST and The Flag Research Center for all the work they have put into organizing 
this Congress. In particular I would like to thank the three Congress Organizing Representatives: Vanessa Van 
de Putte, Pete van de Putte, and John Hartvigsen; and Annie Platoff for organizing the programme of papers and 
presentations. 

The Proceedings of Sydney have been delayed by the editor’s health. The Proceedings of Fondon are due to be 
published later this year and have been delayed by the editor needing eye surgery.

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I am happy to discuss organizing a Congress with any FIAV Member, and of course you have lots of time. There 
are plenty of organizations out there that were created specifically to bring congress business to their country 
or city. Often the help they give is free of charge. If you are thinking of organizing a Congress then please 
consider using them. 

Finally, Fd like to thank my fellow Board members, Michel and Charles, for their help and support over the past 
twenty years. It makes a lot of difference to how difficult it is to do this job if you have colleagues who you can 
get on with, and I believe we have made a good team. I look forward to working with the new President and 
Secretary-General—although maybe not for another twenty years!

(b) The President noted the Board’s statement regarding membership applications. See Info-FIAV no. 49, at 
page 1 (July 2019): 

The Board’s recommendation on a membership application is ministerial. The Board considers whether an 
application demonstrates the candidate is an “association or institution anywhere in the world having as a 
substantial purpose the scientific study of vexillology,” see FIAV Constitution article 7(a), and whether the 
application satisfies the criteria of article 7(c): 

The Board and the General Assembly, in making their decisions about an applicant, shall have regard 
to the following: 

(1) the existence of a written constitution and its provisions; 

(2) the vexillological and non-vexillological activities of the applicant, including meetings, 
publications, and international relations; 

(3) in the case of an association, the number of its active members (minimum of five); 

(4) registration of its members or representatives in International Congresses of 
Vexillology; and 

(5) the length of time it has existed. 

In London the FIAV Constitution was amended to eliminate article 7(c)(6), requiring the “the presence of an 
autochthonous and authorized representative of the applicant at the session of the General Assembly at which 
there is to be a vote on the application.” Article 7(b) was amended as follows (emphasis added): 

The General Assembly at its next session shall vote on the application. An authorized representative 
of the applicant must appear at the session to present its case. Unless excused by the General 
Assembly, the representative must serve an active roie in conducting the appiicant’s affairs, if 
the appiicant is an association, then the representative must aiso be a member of the 
association. A rejected applicant has the right to reapply for membership at any later session of the 
General Assembly. 

Because of the changes in article 7 and because article 16(d) states that the General Assembly interprets the 
Constitution, the Board makes no recommendations on the three membership applicants and defers to the 
General Assembly. This is to allow a discussion in the General Assembly of how Constitution article 7 should 
be interpreted going forward. 

There was general consensus that the representatives of the applicants present at the General Assembly served an active 
role in conducting the applicants’ affairs. 

(c) Elections 

Moved by FRC, seconded by FHF, “That MGD, COVAVEX, and VRCC be admitted as Members.” 
Passed by two-thirds majority, increasing the number of FIAV Members to 52. MGD is the seventy-second, CONAVEX 
is the seventy-third, and VRCC is the seventy-fourth association or institution admitted as FIAV Members, of which 22 
are no longer FIAV Members. 
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The President recognized MGD’s delegate, Zeljko Heimer, CONAVEX’s delegate, Gus Tracchia, and VRCC’s 
delegate, Zhao Xinfeng, who were given seats in the General Assembly. As a result, the number of Members present 
increased from 43 to 46 (3 Officers were still present), increasing the total possible votes to 49. With the admission of 
three new Members, a simple majority vote would require25 votes, a two-thirds majority vote would require 33 votes, and 
a three-fourths majority vote would require 37 votes, as long as the persons authorized to exercise the 49 possible votes 
remained present. 

The SC distributed voting cards to accredited delegates of the new Members. 

9. Election of the 2019-2021 Board

(1) Charles Spain confirmed his previous announcement that he would not stand for reelection. 
See Info-FIAVMo. 48, at page 1 (July 2019). 

(2) Bruce Berry confirmed his previous public statement that he is a candidate for election. 

(iii) Secretary-General for Congresses. Graham Bartram confirmed his previous announcement that 
he is a candidate for reelection. 

(b) Elections 

(i) President. Moved by PFA, seconded by FHF, “That Zeljko Heimer be elected as the President.” 
Passed by simple majority. 

(ii) Secretary-General. Moved by SG, seconded by NEVA, “That Bruce Berry be elected as the 
Secretary-General.” Passed by simple majority. 

(iii) Secretary-General for Congresses. Moved by SG, seconded by DGF, “That Graham Bartram be 
reelected as the Secretary-General for Congresses.” Passed by simple majority. 

10. Report on ICV 29 (Ljubljana, 2021) organized by HS The Congress will be held July 12 to 16, 2021. Further 
details will be given later at the Congress. 

11. Report on status of ICV Proceedings 

(a) ICV 26 (Sydney 2015) organized by FSA. Delayed for health concerns; publication expected by mid-2020. 

(b) ICV 27 (London 2017) organized by FI. Delayed for health concerns; publication expected by end of 2019. 

12. Selection of ICV 30 (2023) organizer 

/ Vexillological Research Center of China (VRCC) and The Flag Research Center 
( F R C ). See Info-FIAVHo, 47, at page 3 (June 2019) and No. 48, at pages 11-20 (July 2019). 

Moved by the SG, seconded by NAVA, “That VRCC and FRC be selected as the organizers for ICV 30 in 2023, 
to be held in Beijing, China.” 

Moved by CISV, seconded by PFA, “That the following be added to the agenda for consideration by the General 
Assembly: IHW’s bid to organize ICV 30 in 2023, to be held in Krakow, Poland. Failed (required two-thirds majority vote, 
but did not receive simple majority vote). 

CISV, IHW, PTW, and WVRI left the General Assembly. As a result, the number of Members present decreased from 46 
to 42 (3 Officers were still present), decreasing the total possible votes to 45. After these departures, a simple majority 
vote would require 23 votes, a two-thirds majority vote would require 30 votes, and a three-fourths majority vote would 
require 34 votes, as long as the persons authorized to exercise the 45 possible votes remained present. 

Main motion (VRCC and FRC to organize ICV 30 (Beijing 2023)) passed. 

13. Canvas of Members that did not send a delegate for purposes of Constitution article 8 The SG confirmed 
that the following Members did not send a delegate to the Twenty-Sixth Session of the General Assembly: CFZ, HVK, 
MZT, NF, PH, and RCVH. The Member without a delegate for three consecutive General Assembly sessions was CFZ. 
This Member will voluntarily resign as a Member effective at the adjournment of this session. 

The Member without a delegate for two consecutive General Assembly sessions was MZT. If this Member does 
not send a delegate to the Twenty-Seventh Session of the General Assembly, then it will voluntarily resign as a Member 
effective at the adjournment of the Twenty-Seventh Session (2021). 

The Members without a delegate for only one General Assembly session were HVK, NF, PH, and RCVH. Any 
of these Members that do not send a delegate to the next two consecutive General Assembly sessions, i.e., no delegate 
at both the Twenty-Seventh and Twenty-Eighth Sessions, will voluntarily resign as a Member effective at the adjournment 
of the Twenty-Eighth Session (2023). 
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14. Final adjournment of the Twenty-Sixth Session by President With no further business pending, the 
President invited Zeljko Heimer and Bruce Berry to come forward and then adjourned the Twenty-Sixth Session of the 
General Assembly with a loud bang of the FIAV Gavel at 6:10 p.m. without fixing a time and day for another meeting of 
the session, noting with approval that the session lasted for only two hours and 5 minutes and handing the gavel to Zeljko 
Heimer. As a consequence, CFZ voluntarily resigned as a Member, reducing the number of FIAV Members to 51, and 
the term of office having ended pursuant to Constitution article 19(b), Zeljko Heimer took office as President, Bruce Berry 
took office as Secretary-General, and Graham Bartram remained in office as Secretary-General for Congresses, with 
Michel Lupant becoming President Emeritus and Charles Spain becoming Secretary-General Emeritus (subject to the 
responsibility to submit the minutes of the Twenty-Sixth Session).

A Laureate of the Federation, established in 1969, is named by the FIAV Board for making an outstanding, 
original contribution to the science of vexillology. This is the highest recognition in vexillology for scholarship.

The FIAV provisional council adopted provisional statutes on September 3, 1967. The FIAV statutes were 
formally adopted on September 7,1969 and amended on September 29,1983. The statutes were replaced by the current 
FIAV Constitution, which was adopted on September 27,1989. The Constitution has been amended on August 12,1997, 
July 29, 1999, July 23, 2001, August 7, 2007, July 14, 2009, and August 8, 2017. 

CONSTITUTION OF THE FEDERATION INTERNATIONALE DES ASSOCIATIONS VEXILLOLOGIQUES 

I. NAME AND PURPOSES 

Art. 1 The name of this association is the Federation internationale des associations 

vexillologiques, which is abbreviated as “FIAV.” 

Art. 2 FIAV unites those associations and institutions throughout the world whose object is the 

pursuit of vexillology, which is the creation and development of a body of knowledge about 

flags of all types, their forms and functions, and of scientific theories and principles based 
on that knowledge. 

Art. 3 FIAV has as its purposes: 

(a) To create a strong bond among those associations and institutions and to 
encourage and coordinate their work, studies, and research; 

(b) to promote the organization of International Congresses of Vexillology and to lend 
its support to their organizers; 

(c) to encourage the creation in all countries of associations and institutions 
dedicated to vexillology; and 

(d) to recognize international standards facilitating the development of these 
activities. 

Art. 4 FIAV, being strictly scientific, has no commercial ends and renounces any political or 

religious activity or stand. 

II. HEADQUARTERS 

Art. 5 The administrative headquarters of FIAV are located at the residences of its two 

Secretaries-General. If necessary, the General Assembly may establish a legal 
headquarters for FIAV. 

III. MEMBERSHIP 

Art. 6 An applicant for membership in FIAV: 

(a) must be an organization of the type expressed in article 2; 

(b) must be committed to the purposes of FIAV expressed in article 3; and 

(c) must be constituted in conformity with the laws of the country where it is located. 

Art. 7 (a) Membership in FIAV is open to any association or institution anywhere in the 

world having as a substantial purpose the scientific study of vexillology. 

(b) The processing of membership applications is the responsibility of the Board. The 
procedure consists of the following: 
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(1) The applicant shall submit a membership application, which must be 

received by the Board no later than six months before the convening of 
the next session of the General Assembly. 


(2) The Board shall consider the application and inform the applicant and 
Members of its recommendation not later than one month before the 
convening of the next session of the General Assembly. 

(3) The Board may recommend acceptance of the applicant as a Member, 
recommend rejection of the applicant, or make no recommendation. 

(4) The General Assembly at its next session shall vote on the application. 
An authorized representative of the applicant must appear at the 
session to present its case. Unless excused by the General Assembly, 
the representative must serve an active role in conducting the 
applicant’s affairs. If the applicant is an association, then the 
representative must also be a member of the association. A rejected 
applicant has the right to reapply for membership at any later session of 
the General Assembly. 

(c) The Board and the General Assembly, in making their decisions about an 

applicant, shall have regard to the following: 

(1) the existence of a written constitution and its provisions; 

(2) the vexillological and non-vexillological activities of the applicant, 
including meetings, publications, and international relations; 

(3) in the case of an association, the number of its active members 
(minimum of five); 

(4) registration of its members or representatives in International 
Congresses of Vexillology; and 


(5) the length of time it has existed. 


Art. 

8 

(a) 

A Member voluntarily resigns if it does not send a delegate to three consecutive 
regular sessions of the General Assembly. The resignation is effective at the 
adjournment of the third consecutive regular session. 



(b) 

A Member may voluntarily resign by writing to the President. The 
resignation is effective on the date of its receipt. 



(c) 

FIAV cannot reject a Member’s voluntary resignation. 


Art. 9 At its discretion, the Board may require a Member to furnish evidence of its continued 

qualification for membership under the terms set forth in article 7 or to provide a written 
response to a potential violation of article 11. On the basis of this evidence, the Board may 
make a recommendation to the General Assembly on the continuation of the membership 
of the association or institution. If the recommendation is made to remove a Member from 
FIAV, the Member in question shall be notified at least three months before the convening 
of the next regular session of the General Assembly. The Member shall be invited to 
present its defense before the General Assembly and may participate in the vote on the 
matter. 

Art. 10 Each Member regulates its own affairs in complete freedom, limited only by this 
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Constitution and the laws in effect in the territory where it functions. FIAV may not 
otherwise limit the rights of Members in this respect. 

Art. 11 Members shall not undertake any activities contrary to the interests of FIAV. 

Art. 12 (a) FIAV may not act on behalf of its Members without their authorization expressed 

in the General Assembly. Members may not make commitments nor act on 
behalf of FIAV.

(b) Members may not hold international vexillological meetings outside of 

International Congresses of Vexillology. Notwithstanding this prohibition, a 
Member holding a vexillological meeting in any year in which no International 
Congress of Vexillology is held may invite participation by a Member from a 
contiguous country. 

(a) The General Assembly may name as “Laureates of the Federation” persons who 
have made outstanding, original contributions to the science of vexillology. The 
General Assembly may delegate this power to the Board. 

(b) The General Assembly may name as “Fellows of the Federation” persons who 
have made significant contributions to vexillology and/or rendered significant 
service to FIAV or a FIAV Member. The General Assembly may delegate this 
power to the Board. 

(c) Except as provided in article 19(d), Laureates and Fellows have no special rights 
in the General Assembly. 

THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY 

(a) The General Assembly is composed of the Officers together with a delegate from 
each of the Members. Each delegate shall present to the President written 
credentials from the Member represented. A Member may delegate any or all of 
its powers in writing to a delegate from any other Member or to an Officer. 

(b) A session of the General Assembly is not constituted unless delegates of at least 
half of the Members are present. 

(c) Each Member and each Officer is entitled to one vote in the General Assembly. 

Majorities in the General Assembly consist of the following fractions of those Members and 

Officers present: 

(a) A simple majority in the election of Officers or to excuse the absence of an 
Officer under article 19(d). If more than two candidates stand for election for an 
Office and no candidate receives a simple majority, then the candidate with the 
least votes shall be eliminated from the next ballot, and so on. 

(b) A simple majority for a motion to amend a motion under consideration, to proceed 
to the next item of business on the agenda, to defer consideration of a motion, to 
refer a motion to a Commission, to appeal a ruling of the chair, for a record vote, 
or to adjourn a session of the General Assembly. 

(c) Two-thirds for all other motions.

(d) Three-quarters for amendments to the Constitution or dissolution of FIAV. 

Art. 16 The General Assembly: 

(a) elects Officers; 

(b) examines and approves the administration of the Board and the Commissions; 

(c) examines all questions concerning FIAV and in particular the organization of the 
International Congresses of Vexillology; 

(d) interprets the Constitution; 

(e) names Laureates and Fellows of the Federation pursuant to article 13 and 
awards such other distinctions as it deems appropriate to persons or institutions 
who have shown particular merit in the field of vexillology (this power may be 
delegated to the Board); and 


(f) establishes such Commissions as it deems necessary and appoints 
Commissioners. 

Art. 17 The General Assembly holds a regular session every two years during each International 

Congress of Vexillology. If extraordinary circumstances exist, a special session may be 
called with the notice specified in article 18 by either the Board or upon written request to 
the President by at least two-thirds of the Members. 

Art. 18 The Board convenes a session of the General Assembly. The Board shall give notice of 

(1) the date, time, and location of the session and (2) the agenda, including any 
membership applications, amendments to the Constitution, or a motion to dissolve FIAV, 
to all Members, at least three months before the convening of the next session. 

V. ADMINISTRATION 


Art. 19 


(a) The administration of FIAV is entrusted to a Board which acts only by unanimous 
agreement. The Board is composed of three Officers: the President, the 
Secretary-General, and the Secretary-General for Congresses. 

(b) The Officers serve a term that commences after the final adjournment of the 
session of the General Assembly at which they are elected and ends at the final 
adjournment of the next session at which Officers are elected. The election of 
Officers shall be on the agenda of each regular session. Consent of the 
candidates for election is required. The Officers are eligible for re-election. 

(c) The Secretary-General and the Secretary-General for Congresses must reside 
on different continents. The Secretary-General manages the Permanent 
Secretariat of FIAV and the Secretary-General for Congresses manages the 
Permanent Secretariat of the International Congresses of Vexillology. The Board 
is considered to be in continuous session, conducted by correspondence. 

(d) A vacancy on the Board occurs if an Officer dies, resigns, or lacks mental 
capacity under the laws where the Officer resides. Absence of an Officer at a 
session of the General Assembly creates a vacancy on the Board unless 
excused by the General Assembly. The resignation of an Officer must be 
received in writing by another Officer, or if no Officer remains, then by the 
organizer of the next International Congress of Vexillology. The resignation is 
effective on the date of its receipt. If a vacancy occurs, the position shall remain 
vacant and the duties of that Officer shall be performed by the remaining Officers. 
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If no Officer remains to perform the duties of the Board, then the organizer of the 
next International Congress of Vexillology shall select an interim Secretary- 
General from among the Fellows of the Federation, if available, who shall have 
the limited authority to take those acts necessary to convene a session of the 
General Assembly pursuant to article 18 and preside until the General Assembly 
elects a presiding officer for the remainder of the session. Neither the interim 
Secretary-General nor the presiding officer serving under this article shall be 
considered as a voting Officer under articles 14 and 15. 

Art. 20 The Board: 

(a) manages the current affairs of FIAV and establishes the duties and obligations of 
its Officers; 

(b) issues directives which it considers necessary to the success of the activities of 
FIAV, including the International Congresses of Vexillology; 

(c) establishes such Commissions as it deems necessary and appoints 
Commissioners; 

(d) convenes sessions of the General Assembly pursuant to article 18; 

(e) represents FIAV in its relations with other national and international institutions; 
and 


(f) manages membership procedures pursuant to article 7 and encourages 
vexillological associations and institutions to apply for FIAV membership. 

Art. 21 FIAV’s assent to an agreement imposing a binding obligation on FIAV may only be given 

by a written document signed by all Officers. Current correspondence may be signed by 
any single Officer. 

VI. LANGUAGES 


Art. 22 The General Assembly may designate languages for use in FIAV and the International 

Congresses of Vexillology, taking into consideration the global nature of vexillology and 
the related practical and economic concerns, but may not require a delegate, applicant. 
Officer, or Congress attendee to use any specific language. 

VII. PUBLICATIONS 


Art. 

23 

(a) 

FIAV shall publish a newsletter concerning its activities at least once a year for 
the benefit of its Members, which may be freely reproduced. The General 
Assembly may initiate or authorize other publications. 



(b) 

The Proceedings of the International Congresses of Vexillology shall be 
published by the Congress organizer(s). Beginning with the Twenty-Ninth 
International Congress of Vexillology, Congress organizers shall grant a license 
to FIAV to provide an online version of the Proceedings. 


VIII. SYMBOLS 


Art. 24 (a) FIAV’s flag is described as follows: “On a blue field, extending horizontally from 

hoist to fly, two yellow halyards forming two interlaced loops.” The color blue is 
defined as Pantone Matching System U293 and the color yellow is defined as 
Pantone Matching System U123. The flag is illustrated as follows: 
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(b) The General Assembly may adopt Officer flags and other symbols for FIAV. 

DISSOLUTION 

(a) The General Assembly may dissolve FIAV and establish the terms of the 
dissolution. 

(b) If the General Assembly does not hold a session at which a quorum is present 
within six years from the final adjournment of the last session at which a quorum 
was present, then FIAV is dissolved.

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Whatever Happened to the Original 1967 FIAV Flag? 

If you have been reading Info-FIAV^or ihe past 20 years, then you have read that the whereabouts of the original 1967 FIAV flag are 
unknown:

FIAV Flag Missing 

Sometime after the closing luncheon of the Eighteenth International Congress of Vexillology (Victoria, 
British Columbia, Canada 1999) and before the opening ceremonies of the Nineteenth International Congress of 
Vexillology (York, England, United Kingdom 2001), the FIAV flag disappeared. Anyone with any knowledge of the 
flag’s whereabouts is asked to contact the Secretary-General for Congresses (see page one for contact 
information).

Comments to the General Assembly Agenda 

Item 14: The Board is extremely concerned by the disappearance of the FIAV Congress flag sometime 
after the closing luncheon of ICV 18 (Victoria, British Columbia, Canada 1999) and before the opening ceremonies 
of ICV 19 (York, England, United Kingdom 2001 ). Then-Secretary General for Congresses Bruce Berry passed the 
flag from the ICV 18 hosts (CFA and NAVA) to the ICV 19 host (FI) in Victoria, but its location since that time is 
unknown. The Board believes the flag must either be found or replaced.

14. Disappearance of FIAV flag The SG discussed the disappearance of the FIAV flag presented to FIAV 
at the Second International Congress of Vexillology (Zurich, Switzerland 1967). This is the flag that is traditionally 
passed—along with the FIAV gavel—at the closing ceremonies from the current Congress organizer to the organizer 
of the next Congress. The flag disappeared sometime after the closing luncheon of the Eighteenth International 
Congress of Vexillology (Victoria, British Columbia, Canada 1999) and before the opening ceremonies of the 
Nineteenth International Congress of Vexillology (York, England, United Kingdom 2001). In addition, the FIAV gavel 
has disappeared sometime after the closing dinner of the Nineteenth International Congress of Vexillology (York, 
England, United Kingdom 2001) and the current Congress. Other than the 3 small officer flags presented in Victoria 
in 1999 by the Flag Shop and the SG’s records, the FIAV flag and gavel are the only property that belong to FIAV. 
Accordingly, the Board expressed its extreme concern and its wish that the relevant parties conduct an investigation 
into the disappearance of the flag and gavel. NF pledged to find the gavel. No commitment was made to find the 
flag. Ronald Strachan of National Flag Darwin offered to replace the flag and gavel if they were not found, and the 
GA applauded his generous offer. [Note: NF informed the SG on August 25, 2003 that it found the gavel.]

The Board thanked NAVA for bringing to Buenos Aires the FIAV flag that was used at the Eighteenth 
International Congress of Vexillology (Victoria, British Columbia, Canada, 1999). 

A general discussion occurred about replacing the ceremonial FIAV flag. The SG suggested that 
streamers could be produced for each Congress, but FRC suggested that an individual Congress streamer should 
not be displayed on the ceremonial FIAV flag until the proceedings for that Congress are published. FSA indicated 
its aesthetic opposition to the use of streamers. 

Appendix to the Minutes 


Disappearance of the FIAV Flag 

After examining photographs from past Congresses, the Board has determined that the FIAV flag 
presented to FIAV at the Second International Congress of Vexillology (Zurich, Switzerland, 1967) disappeared 
before the Eighteenth International Congress of Vexillology (Victoria, British Columbia, Canada, 1999). The Board 
does not know when the Zurich flag disappeared, although past Secretary-General for Congresses Ralph Bartlett 
FF believes it was last seen at the Eleventh International Congress of Vexillology (Madrid, Spain, 1985). Past 
Secretary-General Emil Dreyer ff confirmed that a new FIAV flag was manufactured for the Fifteenth International 
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Congress of Vexillology (Zurich, Switzerland, 1993). 

Past Secretary-General Whitney Smith lf,ff Q^ve the Board the following description of the original Zurich flag: 

I cannot remember for certain, but to the best of my recollection the original FIAV flag had the 
following characteristics. It was 1 meter wide by 1.67 m long and had metal spring clips at top 
and bottom for attaching it to halyards. It was of heavy blue fabric with the yellow emblem 
appliqued on. The workmanship was excellent (e.g. no loose threads or uneven stitches). I 
believe it bore on the heading a manufacturer’s label from the Swiss company that constructed 
it. 

Past Secretary-General Emil Dreyer ff confirmed that the original manufacturer was “Schalteggher & Co.” 

Secretary-General for Congresses Graham Bartram has arranged for the manufacture of a new 
ceremonial FIAV flag, which will be used at the Twenty-Second International Congress of Vexillology (Berlin, 

Germany, 2007). 

While the Board realizes the importance of recovering, if possible, the original Zurich FIAV flag, the Board 
has not suggested, and will never suggest, that any Congress organizer or individual has acted improperly. It is, 
however, the Board’s responsibility to be a good steward of the few physical items that belong to FIAV. Finally, the 
Board deeply appreciates the assistance of the past Secretaries-General in this matter. 

Reading between the lines, you can guess that the ICV 18 and ICV 19 organizers were less than totally happy at the suggestion that 
the original 1967 FIAV flag disappeared on their watch. The FIAV Board concluded that the original 1967 FIAV flag had not been 
displayed at an International Congress of Vexillology for some time, perhaps not since ICV 3 (Boston 1969), and after ICV 21 (Buenos 
Aires 2005), the Secretary-General for Congresses had a FIAV flag made that was brought to ICVs beginning with ICV 22 (Berlin 2007). 
Info-FIAV number 22 (July 2007), at page 21. [The current official FIAV flag set—organizational flag and three officer flags—^was 
manufactured by Dixie Flag & Banner Company of San Antonio, Texas and purchased by the Vexillological Association of the State of 
Texas for presentation to FIAV at ICV 26 (Sydney 2015). Info-FIAV number 40 (February 2016), at page 6.] 

Jon Radel initially acquired the domain www.FIAV.org on September 17,1997. A limited FIAV website was authorized at GA16 (Victoria 
1999). Info-FIAV number 15 (November 2000), at page 22 (those limitations currently still apply). However, lack of funds resulted in the 
domain for a decade being used only for e-mail addresses for the FIAV Board. Info-FIA Unumber 24 (October 2007), at page 21. Finally, 
beginning in July 2007, the Board provided the funds to establish a website. Info-FIA V number 24 (October 2007), at page 4. It was also 
in July 2007 that the Secretary-General completed publishing all past General Assembly minutes in Info-FIAVanb made all the past 
issues of /n/b-F/AUavailable on the website. /n/b-F/AUnumber 23 (August 2007), at page 1. At that time, the distribution of Info-FIAV 
shifted from mailing paper copies to e-mailing PDF copies. /n/b-F/AUnumber 24 (October 2007), at page 4. 

After all the past issues of /n/b-F/AUbecame available online, an incredible thing happened. Someone actually read them! In July 2007, 
the Secretary-General received an e-mail pointing out the following item in /n/b-F/AUnumber 12 (April 1999), at page 19, which was a 
comment to a reprint of the description of the original 1967 FIAV flag in the Recueil du //® Congres International de Vexillologie Zurich 
1967 [The Proceedings of the Second International Congress of Vexillology], at pages 143 and 145: 

History of FIAV’s Flag 

The FIAV flag was introduced on Sunday, September 3,1967 at I’lnstitut Gottlieb Duttweiler in Ruschlikon (Zurich), 
Switzerland. The flag was presented by the then six-year old Guido Muhlemann, son of Louis Muhlemann, the 
secretary-general of ICV 2 and president of the FIAV provisional council. 

In 1967, President Muhlemann presented the original FIAV flag to Whitney Smith. The flag is now a part of the 
collection of the Flag Research Center. 

While the Secretary-General typed those comments, he has no memory of the source. Presumably it was Dr. Smith. And clearly the 
Secretary-General had other things on his mind because he completely forgot about the original 1967 FIAV flag being in The Flag 
Research Center Collection. 

After pondering that the answer had been in plain sight since 1999, the Secretary-General contacted Dr. Smith in July 2007, who 
acknowledged that the original 1967 FIAV flag indeed had been given to The Flag Research Center at ICV 3 (Boston 1969). Dr. Smith 
indicated that he would consider donating the flag to FIAV, but there also a discussion whether the better course of action would be for 
the flag to remain with the FRC and end up in a university archive as was Dr. Smith’s plan for the FRC Collection. Because the flag 
belonged to the FRC, the FIAV Board decided to defer to Dr. Smith. 

And so things stood, with VAST separately working with Dr. Smith to place the FRC Collection at the Dolph Briscoe Center for American 
History at The University of Texas at Austin, which was publically announced by Dr. Smith on October 10, 2010. See Hugh L. Brady, 
“Gone to Texas: One Account of the Flag Research Center’s Transfer to The University of Texas,” Flag Research Quarterly, number 
3, at pages 13-15 (October 2013). By 2010, the assumption was that the original 1967 FIAV flag would go to the Briscoe Center. 

On October 23, 2011, Dr. Smith invited a small group of about 25 people—including family and people who worked for him—to a lunch 
in Boston for the 50th anniversary of The Flag Research Center. The Secretary-General was one of those people, and it’s probably best 
to change to first person at this point. We had a lovely lunch at an event location north of Winchester, and when the lunch was winding 
down, I became curious about the contents of the gift bag that had been placed at my assigned seat. I asked Carol Salvo, one of 
Whitney’s assistants, what it was, and she told me, “Whitney wanted you to have it.” When the table had cleared out a bit, I looked in 
the bag and found a folded flag, with a 3" x 5" typed note card signed by Dr. Smith: “This is the original flag of the International Federation 
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of Vexillological Associations, hoisted at its founding in 1967 and at subsequent International Congresses ofVexillology.” I was shocked 
and deeply moved at Whitney’s trust in me to take care of this object. Later that afternoon at 3 Edgehill Road, I thanked him. 

There is not a lot else to say. The flag has been at my house for the past 8 years. My husband John Adcock and I have paid Jonathan 
Lehmann of Cambium Creative in St. Louis, Missouri, to professionally photograph the flag and paid Gwen Spicer of Spicer Art 
Conservation in Delmar, New York, to evaluate, clean, and conserve the flag, as well as place a magnetic mount on the canvas header 
so that the flag may be displayed vertically. For the rest of my service as a justice on the Court of Appeals for the Fourteenth District of 
Texas, the flag will be in my chambers in the majestic 1910 Harris County Courthouse in Houston, Texas. I have made arrangements 
to donate the flag to the Whitney Smith Flag Research Center Collection at the Briscoe Center, where it can become part of the world’s 
greatest vexillological collection. I know it’s what Whitney would have wanted. 

So now you know what really happened to the original 1967 FIAV flag, and here are the photos:
